The Dukedom of Kent, which has been be- 
. stowed on Prince Oeorge. carries with It the titles 
of Baron Downpatrick and Earl of 8t. Andrews. 
' This Is the first time that Downpatrick makes Its 
appearance as a peerage title. Thai of St. Andrews 
has been In existence since 178B, when it was used 
to form part of the Dukedom of Clarence then 
conferred by King Oeorge' III on hts third son. 
Prince William Henry, afterwards King William 
IV. The first Earl of K*nt yras. Odo. Bishop ol 
Bayeux, half-brother of William the Conqueror. 
From 1223 to 124J the earldom was held by the 
_grest Hubert de Burgh. Justiciar of England. It 
was then conferred on Edmund of Woodstock, the 
youngest son of King Edward I. His sons after¬ 
wards held the earldom and from them it passed 
to his sister Joan, the Fair Maid of Kent. It re¬ 
mained In the family until Edmund the ninth 
Earl was killed In battle In Britanny In 1408. 

The earldom. In 1481. went to a grandson ol 
John of Daunt and in 1483 to Edmund Lord Drey 
Of llfithih, a great-nephew of King Henry IV. 
The title remained with the Greys until 1740. In 
1708 the holder was created a Marquess and In 
1710 a Duke. The dukedom Is connected with 
what la historically one of the most famous 
counties of England, a county of which. In 430, 
Henglst, the Norse invader, was King and where, 
200 yean later, the Saxon Aethdstan held xwxy. 
The title lapsed In 1740 until 1779, when it was 
revived and conferred on Edward Augustus, the 
father of the late Queen Victoria. Her great- 
grandson Oeorge-Is the third Duke and the second 
of royal lineage under the Hanoverian and 
Windsor dynasties.

In approximately two months' time the resi¬ 
dents of the Saar Basin will be deciding, by 
plebiscite, whether they wish to return to Ger¬ 
many. become French or retain the status quo. 
The latter Is the method of administration they 
t&fr.

decreed an international commission of five mem¬ 
bers nominated by the League of Nations, lit 
effect what the Saar will be deciding is Its verdict 
on two years of Hitlerism, although It has never 
experienced that form of government. The popu¬ 
lation. however, Is German, and. normally speak¬ 
ing. would return an overwhelming vote In favor 
of rt-lneluslon In the Motherland. 

The residents of the Saar are mostly Catholics 
and mainly Industrial workers. In their latter 
capacity they are favorable to the National So¬ 
cialism of Herr Hitler. In the former capacity 
they do not see eye to eye wUh Germany’s ruler 
in his treatment of church matters. It Is signifi¬ 
cant ot this attitude that one speaker In the cam¬ 
paign now going on In the Saar should have said; 
“In the Saar today we are, thank God. still tree. 
Some day we all want to go back to a Germany 
which leaves our holy mother, the Catholic 
Church, to work In peace." There Is undoubtedly 
great Indignation In the Saar because of Hitler's 
attitude towards religion. That Indignation culmi¬ 
nated In the murder of Chancellor Dolfuss of 
Austria. 

The voting In the Saar Is on January 13, and 
between now and then the tension will Increase. 
Some commentators speak of the possibility of a 
European war developing. At) easy victory for 
Germany In the plebiscite would mean a vindica¬ 
tion of Hitlerism. It is doubtful it Germany 
would remain supine If the status quo Is approved. 
The Saar voting Itself Into France Is an eventu¬ 
ality that Is regarded as Impossible. The voting 
is to be by groups of communes, and the regula¬ 
tions governing the plebiscite decree that the 
League Is to apportion the territory accordingly. 
Thus there Is the possibility of partition, and that 
la something to which Germany will not consent. 
The Saar Basin presents grave possibilities of 
disturbing the peace of Europe.

The case for unification of railway control In 
the Dominion Is based wholly on the desire to 
save the taxpayers money and thus lead to more 
prosperous conditions. The transportation prob¬ 
lem Is tile greatest with which the country la con¬ 
fronted. National ownership has placed a mill¬ 
stone around the neck of the people. The char¬ 
acter of that millstone has been explained by Mr. 
E. W. Beatty, and perhaps never more convinc¬ 
ingly than in his reply to the statements of Mr 
C P. Fullerton, the chairman of the Canadian 
National Board of Trustee*, in apposition to uni¬ 
fication of railway control. 

The average taxpayer ought to be interested 
in the fact that the accumulated Canadian Na¬ 
tional deficits since 1933 now reach the stupen¬ 
dous total of $844,000,000. They go on 'mounting 
every year, and will go on increasing until new 
methods of economy are employed which embrace 
the railway system as a whole. Mr. Beatty'a esti¬ 
mate ii that $75,000,000 a year can be saved 
through unified control. Thu U the average th it 
could be saved; in some yean the result would 
be better; in other years perhaps not so favorable 
Moreover. Mr. BeaUy saya that the savings pro¬ 
posed under unification have no relation to those 
which have been effected by the two companies 
during the years of depression. They would be 
savings arUtng from a different act of conditions 
and would be permanent. 

Mr. Fullerton has made the statement that 
from 1938 onwards the Canadian National has 
paid it* operating expenses and the interest on 
its bonds. The fact la, however, that the deficits 
for that period began at $48,100,000 in 1929 and 
ended with $98,100,000 in 1933. Ax matters stand 
and have stood with the Canadian National, there 
la DO prospect of making the enterprise pay unless 
the plan for unification is put into effect. Com¬ 
mon sense, political wisdom and ordinary, busi¬ 
ness Intelligence all demand that whatever is 
possible to be done to reduce and ultimately wipe 

be attempted. In commenting on the latest plea 
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rated Old Oeorge was feeling some¬ 
what exalted, not only by the 
courtesy of the Admiral but by the 
hospitality of the Admiral. The 
closing ceremonies look place on the 
bridge of the flagship, and when the 
f "ng handshake was over.
